The Agawam Dog Park, which 
is located adjacent to Shea Field, 
is closed until further notice. 

Early this month, the Parks 
and Recreation Department de- 
termined that conditions at the 
park off Maynard Street were 
too dangerous for dogs and their 
owners.

City councilors wont ask for 
more flexibility in the CPA, after 
all. 

A slim majority on the council 
on Jan. 17 voted down a resolu- 
tion to ask the state Legislature 
to allow Community Preserva- 
tion Act funds to be spent on 
maintenance of built CPA proj- 
ects. Councilor Richard Theroux 
had proposed the measure. He 
recognized that the CPA has con- 
tributed to several positive proj- 
ects in town, including parks, but 
said it functions as a double tax 
on residents. 

“First, they have additional 
taxes taken out for this fund, 
said Theroux, referring to the 1 
percent surcharge on property 
tax bills that funds the CPA local- 
ly. “Then, their taxes go up with 
the cost to maintain these differ- 
ent projects.’ 

He referenced the costs to 
maintain large-scale projects 
like School Street Park. After the 
town spent millions in CPA funds 
to create a park with two play- 
grounds, multiple playing fields, 
a band shell, pavilion, and spray 
park, the town then has to pay 
to maintain the park on a daily 
basis and monitor it. The spray 
park’s water bill alone last sum- 
mer was $17,000. 

“Those all add up and we have 
to put in the budget and the tax- 
payers pay for it, said Theroux. 

He devised what he described 
as a ‘concept’ legislation that, if 
approved by the council, would 
have asked the state Legislature 
to allow a percentage of CPA 
funds to be designated for main- 
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that spearheaded the movement 
to build the park and still helps 
maintain it, has received com- 
plaints about the closure, but 
ADOG President Sue Drumm said 
closing the park for the time be- 
ing is the right decision. 

“There has been a lot of rain 
during the past month; said 


Drumm. “We are also getting a lot 
of snow and ice.’ 

The park is surrounded by tall 
trees and doesnt get much sun- 
light in the winter, she said.

“We end with a lot of situa- 
tions where the puddles stay lon- 
ger, said Drumm. “It then can get 
cold, and that water will freeze. 
In other times when it is warmer 
like it was the past week, the mud 
makes things slippery for dogs.’ 

Drumm said the major danger 
is that dogs can easily get injured 
if the conditions are slippery.

Town losing patience 
over athletic project 


contractor delays

Its time for construction or 
litigation at Line and Mill streets 
this week. 

Nearly four months after the 
new Harmon Smith Field bleach- 
ers were supposed to open, the 
town issued an ultimatum this 
week: Either subcontractor Hollo- 
way Seating gets back to work on 
the stands this week, or the town 
will take them to court. 

“We've dealt with multiple de- 
lays from Holloway Seating, weve 
been extremely patient, but the 
town is extremely frustrated at 
this point, said Jennifer Bonfiglio, 
the town’s chief procurement offi- 
cer. Some of the delays have been 
due to materials, some of the de- 
lays have been due to weather, 
some of the delays have been un- 
derstandable, but there's no ex- 
cuses at this point’ 

The bleachers are the last un- 
finished structure in Agawam 
High School’ athletic facility ren- 
ovation project, which was sup- 
posed to be complete in Septem- 
ber. Part of the delay had to do 
with steel that wasn't delivered, 
Bonfiglio said. 

Bonfiglio said she confirmed 
last week that Holloway has re- 
ceived the materials it needs to 
finish the bleacher ramp, front 
facade, risers and press box entry 
and landing. She said it should 
take one to two weeks to finish, 
subject to weather. The work in-

Vacancy law Is 
the right vote 


f Agawam voters approve a ballot question this 
[scene the School Committee and voters will 

finally get what they deserve — control, within lim- 
its, over the appointment of midterm fill-ins. 

The death of longtime committee member Roberta 
Doering last year led to the rare need for an unelect- 
ed replacement on the board, whose six members (as 
well as the mayor, who sits ex-officio as chairman) 
are all elected to two-year terms in the November of 
odd-numbered years. It had been 16 years since the 
last time the School Committee needed a mid-term 
replacement, and some committee members were 
dismayed to find that the selection process would be 
run and dominated by the City Council, not the school 
board itself. 

Under the current law, it’s the City Council that 
advertises the open position and accepts resumes; 
then the City Council calls a joint meeting with the 
School Committee to make a choice from among the 
applicants. Though the joint meeting is technically a 
conference of equals, the City Council, with 11 mem- 
bers, could easily outvote the five remaining School 
Committee representatives if there were a difference 
of opinion. 

What made the process more gallling was the fact 
that the City Council had changed its own midterm 
appointment rules in 2000, in an effort to remove in- 
ternal council politics from the process. If a vacancy 
were to open on the City Council today, the seat would 
automatically go to the 12th-place finisher — the first 
runner-up — in the November 2015 election. If he 
were to decline the seat, or were not eligible to serve, it 
would be offered to the second runner-up, and so on, 
as long as the candidate had amassed at least 30 per- 
cent of the vote total of the first-place finisher in the 
election. Only if no candidate could be found under 
this system would the council take applications and 
select a new member by voting among themselves. 

In special legislation passed this month, the state 
authorized Agawam to adopt the exact same proce- 
dure for the School Committee. This would put the 
decision back in the hands of the voters, where it be- 
longs. The 30 percent rule ensures that only serious 
candidates, with a demonstrated appeal to at least 
hundreds of voters, would get the automatic nod. 

If no qualified replacements can be found on the 
ballot, under the proposed law, control over the ap- 
plication-and-selection process would rest with the 
School Committee alone, ensuring that our elected 
education representatives wont be outvoted by coun- 
cilors greater numbers. 

Judging by the historical record, it’s a provision that 
the town may not need for another decade or more. 
Then again, with so many reasons a vacancy could oc- 
cur — death, obviously, but also moving out of town, 
resigning because of changed work circumstances or 
election to state office — it may be called into action 
at any time. It’s a small tweak, but it’s a good one.

In a recent phone interview, Tom ex- 
plained that 2004 was not that difficult 
for him as a Boston fan in the Midwest, 
because the Chicago Cubs and White Sox 
werent likely to be playing the Red Sox. He 
said 2003 was a tougher year for him, be- 
cause it was looking like the Cubs might 
meet the Red Sox in the World Series, 
though that didn't happen. 

Tom and his wife Lisa went to all of the 
Cubs’ 2016 World Series games in Chicago. 
They had tickets to the sixth and seventh 
games in Cleveland, but decided to stay in 
Chicago and celebrate with their friends if 
the Cubs won. 

You probably know that the Cubs won 
and it was the second time that Cubs gen- 
eral manager Theo Epstein had made a 
World Series champion out of a team that 
hadn't won in so long that most or all of 
the people who saw the previous one had 
passed away. 

Tom and Lisa were at Harry Caray's 
restaurant when the Cubs won the sev- 
enth game on Nov. 2, making them World 
Champions. Their pictures were taken by 
the cameras of Major League Baseball and 
they appear in the official World Series vid- 
eo, which will probably end up in the base- 
ball Hall of Fame.

Sheriff wants marijuana tax hike to fund treatment 


Hampden County Sheriff Nick Cocchi 
recently announced that he has filed leg- 
islation seeking to increase the proposed 
excise tax on marijuana. 

‘With my 23 years as a corrections pro- 
fessional, I feel justified in calling for this 
additional 5 percent excise tax on mari- 
juana for addiction treatment as a realis- 
tic response to the anticipated increase of 
people needing treatment for addiction, 
he said. “Intake records at the Hampden 
County House of Corrections clearly show 
that a majority of the addicts in our correc- 
tional system started their journey on the 
path to addiction with marijuana and other 
substances. We are only fooling ourselves if 
we dont anticipate an eventual increase in 
our addicted population after we legalize 
the recreational usage of marijuana.’

Drumm. “It is very dangerous.’ 

She said the alternating warm and cold 
weather has kept the park closed longer. 
Snow has fallen and then melted quickly 
this winter, resulting in muddy conditions 
in the park. The rain has also not helped. 

In an ideal winter, there would either be 
snow on the ground consistently to keep 
the park open, or there would be consis- 
tently cold conditions, which would freeze 
the ground and keep it level for the dogs. 

Parks and Recreation Director Christo- 
pher Sparks informed ADOG of the closure 
on Jan. 3. A yellow sign on the gate bars vis- 
itors from entering. 

“The Parks Department will open the 
park as soon as it is possible, said Drumm.

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tenance of completed CPA projects. 

Councilors balked at the vagueness of 
the legislation. 

Councilor Christopher Johnson said he 
saw merit in Theroux’s proposal, but said it 
needed more specifics, especially in deter- 
mining percentage of the CPA that would 
be designated for maintenance. 

Theroux argued Johnsons point, saying 
he felt it would be up to the legislator filing 
the bill to come up with the percentage. He 
simply was seeking the council's support in 
bringing forward the concept to the state 
Legislature. 

Under state law, the town must set aside 
10 percent of CPA funds each for historical 
preservation projects, recreation and open 
space, and housing. Only capital expens- 
es, not annual operational costs, qualify. 
The remaining 70 percent can be spent on 
any of those priorities. The town may also 
spend a small percentage on the adminis- 
tration of the CPA. 

Only towns that have voted to adopt the 
CPA locally — currently about half of the 
state's municipalities — pay the property 
tax surcharge. Local CPA funds also receive 


money from the state government. 

Theroux is chairman of the council's 
Legislative Subcommittee, which ap- 
proved his proposal 5-0. On the council 
floor, however, it failed 5-4, with Councilor 
Robert Rossi saying he agreed with John- 
sons assessment that the legislation was 
too vague, and Councilor Anthony Suffriti 
opting not to support the proposal after 
listening to debate. 

Councilors Theroux, Joseph Mineo, 
George Bitzas and Cecilia Calabrese voted 
in favor. Councilors Johnson, Rossi, Suffri- 
ti, Donald Rheault and Council President 
James Cichetti voted against it. Two coun- 
cilors were absent. 

CPA Committee Chairman Henry Ko- 
Zloski also said he was against the proposal 
and spoke out against it in the Legislative 
Subcommittee meeting prior to the full 
council meeting. He did not speak during 
the council meeting, however. The CPA 
Committee, as a whole, also did not have 
an opportunity to weigh in on the proposal. 

Agawam adopted the CPA 15 years ago. 
Only one change has been made in the 
state law since then, which was to allow 
the CPA to fund the improvement or reha- 
bilitation of existing town parks.

athletic facilities over the past year includ- 
ed a new multi-use artificial turf Harmon 
Smith Field with a proper running track; 
new basketball and tennis courts; a new 
baseball diamond and rebuilt softball field 
behind the school; and renovations to the 
gymnasium and locker rooms. The town 
has authorized $9.2 million for the project, 
and it is expected to remain well under 
budget, Bonfiglio said. 

Despite the unfinished bleachers, the 
multi-use field opened in early October, 
and the Brownies were able to play at least 
some football games at home, with specta- 
tors using portable bleachers on the oppo- 
site side of the field. One football game, the 
Sept. 30 matchup with Holyoke, had to be 
moved out of town because of missed con- 
struction deadlines. 

Bonfiglio said the town is negotiating a 
credit with LSI to account for expenses and 
lost revenues associated with the delay. In 
addition to the lost gate receipts from the 
Holyoke game, the town had to pay to bus 
the team to Holyoke, and had to hire po- 
lice and fire details to supervise the crowd 
at subsequent games and 
make sure nobody ventured 
onto the half-completed 
bleachers. She said the town 
is asking for a $30,000 credit. 

The portable bleachers 
did not represent an added 
expense, said Bonfiglio; they 
were part of the original plan 
for the athletics facility, and 
will be moved to the base- 
ball and softball fields in the 
spring. The town opted for 
portable bleachers so that 
they could be wheeled to the 
football field for use as over- 
flow seating at well-attend- 
ed games, such as playoffs. 

In her memo to the may- 
or, Bonfiglio said a few other 
items remain to be complet- 
ed in the spring: flushing 
and setup of the irrigation 
system, resurfacing the pole 
vault section of the track, 
and flooring installation in 
the press box.

Holyoke native Hurley headed to WMass Hall 


REGION - Pittsfield native Tom Grieve, 
a first-round draft pick who built a long- 
term career in major league baseball, 
heads the Western Massachusetts Baseball 
Hall of Fame's Class of 2017. 

Announcement of the new class came 
from Hall of Fame chairman Clark Eck- 
hoff, owner/president of the Valley Blue 
Sox of the New England Collegiate Baseball 
League. 

Grieve also will serve as keynote speak- 
er at the induction banquet, set for Jan. 26 
at La Quinta Inn & Suites, 100 Congress St., 
Springfield. 

After leading Pittsfield High to the 
state title in 1966 as an outfielder/pitcher, 
Grieve went to the Washington Senators 
as the No. 6 pick in the nation. By the time 
he reached the big leagues in 1970, the Sen- 
ators franchise had been relocated as the 
Texas Rangers. 

He played nine years in the majors as 
an outfielder, including seven with the 
Rangers. In 1976, he had his best year - 149 
games, .301 average with 20 homers and 81 
RBI. 

In 1984, at the age of 36, he became 
general manager of the Rangers, a post 
he held for 10 years. In 1995, he joined the 
Texas clubs broadcasting team as a color 
analyst, and has served that role ever since. 
The Rangers enshrined him in their Hall of 
Fame in 2010.

- Billy Jo Robidoux of Ware, who played 
big league ball with the Milwaukee Brew- 
ers, Chicago White Sox and Boston Red 
Sox. He's now active as an umpire of local 
high school and college baseball. 

- Ed Hurley of Holyoke, who umpired in 
the American League from 1947 to 1965. He 
worked 2,826 games, four World Series and 
three All-Star games. After serving as plate 
umpire in Game 7 of the 1965 World Series, 
Hurley was forced to end his career under 
an MLB rule which made umpires retire at 
the age of 55. He fought that ruling, to no 
avail. Hurley was known throughout base- 
ball as an umpire who stood his ground (he 
imposed 93 ejections in his career, most of 
them after confrontations with managers.) 

- Dick Bergquist, an Orange native 
who served as head baseball coach at the 
University of Massachusetts from 1967 


through 1987. His teams won 392 games, 
eight conference championships and made 
it to the College World Series in 1969. 

- Tom Suchanek of Greenfield, who 
has coached baseball at Greenfield High 
School for 45 years. He pitched for the 
University of Vermont, and in the Houston 
Astros organization. In 2014, he earned the 
New England High School Coach of the 
Year Award. 

- Dan Welch, a Westfield resident being 
inducted in recognition of his 20 years of 
voluntary service to the community. Un- 
der his leadership, Westfield’s reputation 
as “a good baseball town” was enhanced 
as it hosted Babe Ruth League region- 
al tournaments, and then the Babe Ruth 
League World Series last summer. Welch, a 
past winner of the Jack Lanzillo Umpiring 
Award, also serves as umpire-in-chief of 
the Western Mass. Fall High School Base- 
ball League. 

- Charles “Bud” Hagan, being recog- 
nized for his 34-year career at Westfield 
State University as coach and administra- 
tor. Hagan played sports at Westfield High 
and Arnold College before entering the 
Navy for World War II service. After the 
war, Hagan played three seasons of minor 
league baseball in the Brooklyn Dodgers 
system before turning to a coaching career. 
At Westfield State, he became its first full- 
time director of athletics. The university's 
baseball field bears his name. 

- Springfield Techs three state cham- 
pions of 1968-69-70. The 1969 team went 
20-0 as the bulwark of a WMass record 41- 
game winning streak which began late in 
the 1968 season and carried well into 1970. 
Over those three championship seasons, 
Tech had a 55-5 record. John Bedard, a star 
as both pitcher and catcher, played on all 
three teams. In June of 1970, he became the 
first Springfield player to be drafted in the 
first round, taken 13th by the Pittsburgh 
Pirates. Howie Burns, Tech's coach of that 
era, was inducted into the WMass Baseball 
Hall of Fame last year.
